The war cost the people of 
the 
United State« considerably more than 
SI,000,000 an hour for more than two 
years. 
The direct cost was about $22,000,- 
<>00.000, or nearly enough to pay the 
«ntire cost of running the 
United 
States governmen tfrom 1719 up to 
’he outbreak of the European war. 
Our expenditures in this war were 
«ufFx ient to have carried on the Rev­ 
olutionary continuously for more than 
1 000 years at the rate of expenditure 
which that war actually cost involved. 
In addition to this huge expediture 
nearly $10,000,000,000 were loaned to 
the allies by the United States. 
The arm y expenditures were over 
$14,000,000,000, or nearly 
two-thrid 
of the total war costs. 
During the first three months 
our 
war expenditures were at the rate of 
$2,000,000 a day. 
During the 
next 
year they averaged more than $22, 
000 000 a day. 
For 
the final 
ten 
1 ionth> of the period from April. 1917 
to April 1919 the daily average was 
over $44,000,000. 
Of every ten American soldiers and 
sailors, two were killed or died of 
disease during the period of hostili 
ties. 
Russian battle deaths were thirty- 
fuur times as heavy as those of the 
United States, those of Germany .32 
times as great, the French 28 times 
as great, and the Britsih 18 times as 
tre a t. 
The number of American lives lest 
was 122.500, of which about 10,000 
were in the navy, and the rest in the 
army and marines attached to it.

The war cost the people of 
the 
United States considerably more than 
$1,000,000 an hour for more than two 
year». 
The direct cost was about $22,000,- 
«►00,000, or nearly enough to pay the 
♦ ntire coat of running the 
United 
States tfovernmen tfrom 1719 up to 
the outbreak of the European war. 
Our expenditures in this waT were 
*uffici«»nt to have carried on the Rev­ 
olutionary continuously for more than 
1.000 years at the rate of expenditure 
v hich that war actually cost involved. 
In addition to this huge expediture 
nearly $10.000.000,000 were loaned to 
the allies by the United States. 
The army expenditure? were over 
$14,000.000,000, or nearly 
two-thrids 
of the total war costs. 
During the first three months 
our 
war expenditures were at the rate of 
$2,000,000 a day. 
During the 
next 
year they averaged more than $22.- 
090.000 a day. 
For 
the final 
ten 
months of the period from April. 1917 
to April 1919 the daily average was 
over $44.000,000. 
Of evefy ten American soldiers and 
sailors, two were killed or died of 
disease during the period of hostili­ 
ties. 
Russian battle deaths were thirty- 
four times as heavy as those* of the 
United States, those of Germany 32 
times as great, the French 28 times 
as great, and the Britsih 18 times as 
great.
